Rameses II., the Seso strls o f 
Greek 
writers. 
These vases, which are su­ 
perb specimens, perm itted o f no do ubt 
co ncerning the authenticity o f their 
co ntents, fo r the adm irably draw n c a r­ 
to uches 011 their sides bo re the nam es 
and attributes o f the great king. 
The co nservato r o f the Eg.vptian M u­ 
seum o f Antiquities, desiro us o f seeing 
w h a t was the co nditio n o f these pre­ 
cio us remains, handed them fo r exam ­ 
inatio n to Pro f. Lo rtet o f Ly o ns, who 
a t o nce co mmenced his investigatio ns, 
assisted by his co lleagues, Pro fs. II11 
go nneng and Renaut. 
Three o f the vases were filled with 
bands o f clo th very tightly ro lled and 
« timk to gether w ith 
natro n (natural 
carbo nate o f so da, pro duced 
by the 
•po ntaneo ns 
evapo ratio n 
o f 
certain 
lakes) 
and 
aro m atic resino us 
sub- 
da nc e s o f a reddish co lo r. 
They had 
pro bably co ntained the sto mach, intes­ 
tines and liver o f Rameses. 
No thing 
rem ained o f these o rgans except a g ra n­ 
ulated substance mixed with a great 
quantity o f po wdered natro n. 
The o ther vase, which had a ja ck ­ 
'd!’s hearl as a lid, co ntained nn ex­ 
trem ely interesting o bject—the h eart o f 
th e mo narch. 
T his heart was tra ns ­ 
fo rm ed into an o val plaque abo ut 8 cen­ 
tim eters lo ng and 4 centimeters wide. 
I t had beco me very hard and It w as 
necessary to use a saw to cut it. 
W ith 
a razo r it was po ssible to o btain pie ce s 
sufficiently thin to adm it 
o f 
micro ­ 
sco pic examinatio n. 
When the vase was o pened It was 
suppo sed th a t It wo uld co ntain 
the 
heart. 
The micro sco pe remo ved 
all 
do ubt o n this subject. 
The m uscular 
libers were ix'rfo ctly ’ reco gnizable and 
were Intertwined In bundles as are o nly 
th e fibers o f the h e art and tho se o f the 
to ngue. 
It co uld no t be the to ngue o f 
Rameses II., because the mummy o f 
th a t king, which Is preserved In tho 
museum at Cairo , 
sho ws 
th a t 
the 
to ngue Is In its place. 
Therefo re, M. 
Lo rtet, In draw ing up a rejnirt o n his 
wo rk, co uld affirm w itho ut any po ssible 
do ubt that the o bject placed In the fa­ 
mo us vase surm o unted by a ja c k a l’s 
head was the h eart o f Rameses II., who 
died 1,525 y ears befo re the C hristian 
era, that Is to say , 3,433 y ears ago . 
It is certain th a t the co ntempo raries 
o f the great king never suspected th a t 
th e heart o f R am eses wo uld o ne day be 
inspected In a museum, and saw n up 
Into small pieces to satisfy the curio s­ 
ity o f anthro po lo gists.

The law is ob eyed b ecause 
it is law, seemingly, and not b ecause 
violation 
carries a penalty. 
Canada 
enforces the law and makes every law 
effective. 
No country is more free 
than Canada. 
In name Canada is a 
dependency of the British crown. 
In 
fact, it is almost a third repub lic. All 
its tax es are voted, collected and ex ­ 
pended b y the Dominion and the pro­ 
vinces. 
The nominal head of the gov­ 
ernment is t ho governor general, ap- 
polhtcd b y the English crown. 
Prac­ 
tically his only authority is to veto 
the acts of parliament, which he scarce­ 
ly ever ex ercises. Canada gives nothing 
to the support of the English govern­ 
ment or the English king. 
She gives 
England the advantage in trade regu­ 
lations and tariff laws, and in return 
receives the protection of the British 
army ana navy. Canada enjoys the pro­ 
tection without 
sharing 
in the ex ­ 
pense. 
The sale of liquor is strictly regu­ 
lated. 
None b ut hotelkeepers may ob ­ 
tain license to vend the stuff, and b e­ 
fore a license can b e secured an appli­ 
cant must prove good charactet and 
provide 20 rooms In his tavern for tha 
accommodation 
of guests. 
The 
b ar 
rooms 
close at 7 o’clock 
Saturday 
evening and remain closed until Mon­ 
day morning. The schools and churches 
in western Canada ex cite admiration. 
Though new. western Canada is not 
Godless. 
The finest b uildings in every 
town are the churches. 
Nex t come 
the school houses.” 
Tinning to the wheat fields of wert- 
ern Canada, the editor of the Laurel 
(Neb .) Advocate of Sept. 17, says: “I 
have often thought that the reason 
that the characters of Charles Dick­ 
ens are so Impressed upon the minds 
of his readers 
is b ecause he dwells 
upon them so long and describ es them 
so minutely that b y the time one has 
waded through his long drawn out 
stories they are so b urned Into his 
b rain that he can never forget them. 
It was this way with the Canadian 
w heat fields. 
Had we only seen a few 
the memory of them might have worn 
away in time, b ut a long drawn out

A b o u t 
r . u r t h ' « N e a r e s t N e i g h b o r . 
We can draw all the geographical 
configurations, seas, 
coasts, 
islands, 
peninsulas, mouths of rivers or canals 
of Mars with accuracy, and we can 
anticipate what district will appear in 
the lens of the telescope, for the length 
of the rotation of the planet is known 
to the hundredth part of a second. As 
the planet turns upon Its ax is more 
slowly than ours, the calendar of the 
Inhab itants of Mars is composed of 
two consecutive years of 668 days and 
a b isex tile one of 669 days. 
It is not many years since Mars en­ 
tered into the sphere of our ob serva­ 
tion. 
And one can also say that there 
Is b ut a small numb er of the inhab it­ 
ants of this world who have ob served 
It in all its details, and of these the 
most ex perienced is Signor Schiapa­ 
relli, director of 
the ob servatory at 
Milan. 
The geographical map of the phyiet 
Mars has Just b een made with infinite 
care b y the ab ove mentioned astrono­ 
mer. 
One might really consider it a 
terrestrial 
sphere of continents, 
is­ 
lands, coasts, peninsulas, gulfs, waters. 
Moreover, clouds, rains, 
inundations, 
snows, seasons, winters and summers, 
springs and autumns, prevail, as they 
do here, and the intensity of the sea­ 
sons is ab solutely the same as with 
us, the inclination of the ax is b eing 
the 
same as ours. 
Our prob lem of the hab itab ility of the 
stars Is limited to ob serving the celes­ 
tial b odies upon which the conditions 
are such that organized m atter can ex ­ 
ist in a durab le form. 
In the planet Mars the density of a 
cub ic meter of water, earth or any 
m atter Is only 
the 
seventeenth of 
what It Is here, and the weight is only 
.38. 
A kilogram transported to Mars 
would, 
therefore, 
only 
weigh 
376 
grains there and a man or 
woman 
weighing 70 kilos would only weigh 26 
there. 
The years are nearly twice as 
long as on our own planet and the cli- 
matologienl conditions seem much more 
favorab le than they are here. 
The conditions necessary to life are. 
we know, multiform, as the structure 
of the organic matter Is so compli­ 
cated.—Camille Flaiumarion in 
H ar­ 
per’s.
